Examiner and Applicant's representative discussed claim 1 with respect to the cited references 
Kristy (USPN 5,218,455) and Yagi (USPN 6,393,206 Bl). Potential amendments were also discussed. 
No particular agreement was reached. Examiner asserted that Yagi teaches a parallel reading and writing 
operation that, when combined with Kristy, fully teaches claim 1 . This was disputed by Applicant's 
representative, but a greater understanding of each position was obtained. Applicant's representative 
stated that a response is forthcoming and Examiner agreed to consider the response in due course.
